The time when paying fees at 
CSUS was only an early semester 
nuisance 1s now over 

The basic $190 - a - year fees 
(without parking) will climib to $202 
next year and will continue to go up 
from there 

The $12 increase breaks down into 
a $10 Instructionally Related Ac- 
tivities Fee and a $2 increase in the 
Student Service Fee 

Current student service fees are 
$144 a year and pay for such services 














as counseling, testing, piacement 
financia! aid, housing, and health ser- 
vices. The $2 increase will be used tc 
upgrade health center phar- 
maceutical services 

As a result of a Trustee audit con- 
ducted fast year, it was discovered 
that drugs were being dispersed at 
many state universities without 
proper supervision. The monies will 
go for hiring additional pharmacists 
for improvement of supervision 

The Chancellor's office projects 
that by 1985 fees may be up to $250 a

The shadow of scandal clouded the otherwise cheery atmosohere sur 
rounding the hiring of new head pinball coach Theodore ‘Bomb Tattoesa@s 
>harges of irregularities in the hiring process were made public 7 

The charges stem from allegations that Tattoes is a chronic hangnaii 
sufferer and that as recently as 1976 he was institutionalized for treatment of 
the heartbreak of psoriasis Charges were made by the Anti - Epidermal Ab- 
normality Coalition 


We are very distressed that the administration of this university did not see 
fit to search for. and ultimately hire a coach with perfect skin. said the 
president of the AEAC. Theofus Bonpick ‘It is nothing personai against Tat- 
toes, but we must protect the interests of the unblemished 

Its obvious that Tattoes has had a fairly successful record in his earlier 
coaching assignrnents, but 12 consecutive undefeated seasons does not 
necessarily mean he is the man for the job. even if he does live only four blocks 
from the university and has been a civic leader for the past decade " 


Bonpick added that several AEAC - backed candidates were not even men- 
tioned by the university administration as choices for the prestigious coaching 
job. Included in that group was former coach of Boswendle Jr. High School in 
Tanktown, Kansas, Marion Longdog. Longdog led his teams to records of 2-9 
0-11, and an impressive 4-7 during his three - year stint as head coach. He is 
currently working as special assistant to the special assistant's assistant 
secretary in AEAC public relations 

Bonpick defended Longdog as a top choice saying, ‘He's a credit to his 
skin.” Longdog underwent a complete skin graft several years ago to get rid of 
ali his body hair 


University Relations Officer Jerrub Tonguecheek termed the AEAC charges 
unfortunate” and pledged that he and the university would defend the choice 
of Tattoes. At one point Tonquecheek lost his composure during an interview 
and referred to Bonpick as a scum - slinging, dirt - digger. AEAC officials 
became enraged, however, when Tonguecheek called the entire issue 
“callous.” The AEAC implied that it was considering iegal! action because of 
Tonguecheek’s slanderous remark 


Tattoes was reached at his home and issued this statement: 

“| was hired by this institution to coach pinball and bring this school a 
winner that it has lacked. | feel my record should speak for itself. My skin 
shouid not be an issue, but obviously it is. | am not ashamed to be identified 
with those who have hangnails, it is part of my life. Whoever dug up the issue of 
my time spent in the Psoriasis Institute is a low - life. That part of my life is 
behind me now. | just want to do the best job | can.” 


Further investigation reveated that Tattoes has secretly referred to his 
hangnail condition as an “alternate lifestyle’ and has been criticized by _ 
hangnail jeaders for not coming “out of the closet” earlier. 4 





Tattoes also admitted that he is currently undergoing Tegrin treatments .

Native Americans begin 
their walk for freedom

“Fasiure to ratify the Equal Rights Amendment and reverse discrimination 
bills destroy the aspirations of Native American Indians,” Dymailly said. “I sup- 
port The Longest Walk for Native American rights.” 

In his speech at the rally Dennis Banks called the legislation a “continuation 
of the longest war against Native American people. The threat to reduce the 
size of Indian land continues. The threats are very alive today,” Banks added 

The AIM ieader will walk only to the California - Nevada border. He is fight- 
ing an extradition order to South Dakota where charges are pending concer- 
ning his involvement in a riot. The case is currently in the State Supreme Court, 


awaiting decision 


Co - ordinator of the walk, Frank Lake, estimated the Indians will arrive in 
Washington, D.C. around July 15. There they hope to meet with President 


Carter 


Twenty - four Indians have pledged to walk the 3,000 miles to Washington 
D.C. The proposed route will take them along Interstate 80 to the California - 
Nevada border. From there they will follow !-50 and I-70 to their destination 

AIM leaders expect support along the way in the form of money, food, 
sheiter or more walkers. It is anticipated some walkers will walk across their 
states while others will continue on with the main group 

Approximately 2,009 people attended the rally held in front of Office Build- 
ing 1. Leaders of the waik arrived in Sacramento after a peace pipe ceremony at 


Alcatraz Island on Saturday morning 


Max Bear, one of the leaders of the walk, said, “They (Congress) have forced 
us to march again. There will be no bloodshed on this trail. Too much blood has 


been shed aiready by Indian people.” 


Backpacks multiplied on the steps in front of the speakers as the afternoon 
progressed. Men, women and cnidren of assorted ages and races prepared for 


their long journey. Members of AIM security toid participants no drugs or 


aicohol were allowed. 


Banners commemorating Native American elders adorned the walls of the 
buildings: Tecumseh from the Shawnee nation; chief Joseph of the Nez Pierce 
tribe; Crazy Horse of the Sioux, and Bucdy La Mont, the Oglala leader shot and 


killed at Wounded Knee in 1973 


Another banner reminded the supporters of the “Trail of Tears,” the forced 
march of five Indian nations in which thousands of Indians died. They were 
taken from their native homeland and relocated in reservations where more 


perished. 


Leaders emphasizes the spiritual nature of the march. Mark Banks, brother 
of Dennis, said, “This is a fight for constitutional rights! This is a fight for Indian
